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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 2, the limitation 
"fluid housing" should read -spray housing--. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Correard. 
Correard discloses an air cap 16 for an spray gun 1 1 comprising: feeder passages 

48 that intersect with horn exit holes 40, wherein the feeder passages widths 48 are at 
least twice as wide as the exit hole widths, and the feeder passages depths 48 extending 
past the point of intersection with the horn exit holes (see figure 2). 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sakuma. 

Sakuma discloses an air spray gun having a spray housing 1 , fluid inlet passage 4, 
a nozzle (upstream from cap 6) threaded into the spray housing 1 , wherein the nozzle 
having a plurality of o-rings and a shoulder (adjacent the upstream portion of passage 16) 
as shown in figure 1 . 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 4,759,502 to Pomponi, Jr. et al. is cited to show the spray gun with 
an air cap.
